ARMS REDUCTION OR HIGHER 
TAXES 

The peace conference that is to be 
held in Edmonton on Monday, under the 
auspices of the Women’s International 
League, has for its direct object the qu ck- 
ening of public interest in the disarma- 
ment conference that is to be held at Gen- 
eva in February next. 

There may seem to be little that a 
gathering of this kind in Edmonton can 
do to affect the outcome of the interna- 
tional parley. But if anything substantial 
is to be accomplished there toward the re- 
duction of armaments, this will be because 
of the growing popular demand that the 
nations spend less of their wealth on wea- 
pons of war. The more insistent this de- 
mand, the more likely that results will b« 
obtained. 

Humane considerations aside, there 
surely never was a time when people in all 
parts of the world should be so concerned 
in this question. In almost any issue of a 
daily newspaper will be found testimony 
from some leader in politics, business or 
finance, to the effect that the continuing 
and increasing cost of armaments was a 
factor in bringing on the world dé pres- 
sion, is a handicap upon industry and 
trade, and a hindrance to the recovery of 
normal conditions. A cutting down of 
military and naval budgets all round 
would be an effective stroke of world 
economy at a time when this is badly 
needed, 

Canada has also a particular reason 
for hoping that practical results will bs 
achieved at Geneva. The Dominion is 
more nearly disarmed than any othe 
country on earth of recognized import 
unce, That condition, in the nature of 
things, cannot continue indefinitely. Un- 
less the others cut down their armament 
we shall have to increase ours, with a 
corresponding increase in taxation for 
other than re produc live purposes 

If for no other reason, a healthy re- 
gard. for their own pockets ought to in- 
terest people in this and all other parts 
of Canada in the prospect that the armed 
nations will become less armed; and 
therefore in such gatherings as that 
which is to be held in this city on Mon- 
da‘ 


PAY WAGES OR DIRECT RELIEF? 

Conditions in Edmonton dur ng the 
past summer have been better than in 
most western cities. Probably they have 
been better than in any other western 


To a very considerable extent that 


fortunate state of affairs has been due to 
the large amount of improvement work 
that has been carried on. Were it not 
that hundreds of men have found em- 
ployment in the reconstruction of sections 
of the street railway, the gravelling and 
paving of streets, the making of side- 
walks, the building of the new police sta- 
tion, the transforming of the Grierson 
dump into the beginnings of a fine river- 
side park, the preparation of the recrea- 
tion grounds, the laying of water and 
fewer mains, and the carrying out of 
other municipal undertakings, the appli- 
cants for direct relief would have been 
twice as numerous, and business estab- 
lishments of all kinds would have experi- 
enced far worse times. 

It is beyond any reasonable doubt 
that the same alternatives will confront 
the city next year. There is no promise 
that general conditions will so vastly im- 
prove that municipal undertakings will be 
only a negligible factor in the employment 
Situation next summer Phat cannot hap- 
pen unless through causes not now in 
sight. During the winter the governments 
will assist in giving direct relief. But both 
at Ottawa and at Edmonton there are 
plain indications that the government 
treasuries are feeling the strain. When 
May comes there will be a shutting off of 
this assistance, in part or in total, and the 
city will have to deal with the unemploy- 
ment difficulty lone-handed during the 
summer months 

This is the time when that situation 
should be faced. The money bylaws are 
to be submitted for next season’s work 
program, within a couple of weeks. If 
they carry, a large number of men will 
again be able to find work in creating im- 
provements which the city needs. If they 
fail, these men will be in need of relief, 
and the added expense to the city will run 
up to a large proportion of the amount it 
is proposed to spend in keeping them use- 
fully employed. 

_ That is a cardinal point to be kept in 
mind when the taxpayer is considering 
whether he will vote for the bylaws or 
against them. In a very literal sense it 
is true that a vote against the bylaws will 
be a vote for spending more money on di- 
rect relief. ;
